The Bradley report, for exam-

If this should 
become law, and if missile ex- 
penses require a substantial 
amount of extra spending, then 
the. national debt limit will be 
blown off, not merely lifted. 

This little political tug-of-war 
serves to illustrate just one of 
the several road blocks in the way 
of cutting domestic budgets.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (#—The 
Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching reported 
today that the teaching profes- 
sion is “slowly withering away” 
as a result of comparatively low 
pay. 

In its 52nd annual report the 
foundation said teachers were 
leaving the profession and 
young people were reluctant to 
enter it. Between 1940 and 1954, 
the report said, the real income 
of lawyers, physicians and in- 
dustrial workers rose from 10 to 
80 per cent but the real income 
of faculty members dropped 5 
per cent. 


Says U.S. 
Lost Battle 


In Science 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (#—Dr. 
Edward Teller, chief architect of 
the hydrogen bomb, said today 
the United States has lost “‘a bat- 
tle more important and greater 
than Pearl Harbor”’ in lagging be- 
hind Russia in science, 


Teller described the situation as 
“very sad and dangerous” and 
said he did not know how long it 
will take the United States to 
catch up with Russia in science. 

“Most people do not under- 
stand how serious the situation 
really is,” he declared. 

HARD STRUGGLE 

Building prestige for science in 
the United States “will be a long 
and hard struggle and I do not 
know how we shall accomplish 
it,” Teller said on CBS-TV’s “See 
it Now,” a filmed program. 

In a democratic society, “‘every-

DALLAS, Nov. 24 (P—A record 14 inches of snow 
paralyzed Concho County in lower west-central Texas 


Sunday, blocking roads and 
motorists for hours. 

The heavy snow started late 
yesterday at the ranching center 
of Eden, 45 miles southeast of San 
Angelo.

Disarmament Gets 


Reds’ Death Blow 


The Soviet Union, in a revealingly open 
boast of its power, has rejected ad- 
ditional Western compromise proposals 
for continuing the United Nations Disar- 
mament Commission. 

The proposals had the backing of all 
nations except nine Communist bloc coun- 
tries. They even were supported by Syria 
and Egypt and other so-called pro-Soviet 
eountries. 

The Soviets had forced the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly to reconsider its recent 
overwhelming endorsement of both the 
Disarmament Cémmission as well as to 
yield to its demand for a wholesale ex- 
pansion of the commission. The West 
agreed to such an expansion—from five to 
10 to 14 and then to 25. 

The Russians demanded that their 
terms be met—all 85 members of the 
United Nations must be on the commis- 
sion. This would have paralyzed any dis- 
armament moves. 

Net effect of the whole affair is that 
the Soviet Union has demonstrated that 
it is not interested in disarmament at this 
time. The Reds have made it perfectly 
plain, too, they are not willing to negoti- 
ate on German unification, Korea or any 
other East-West issue. 

Moscow talks vaguely of a “summit 
conference.” What they want is a United 
States-Moscow agreement to divide up 
the world on Soviet terms. 

The Kremlin is gambling that its show 
of power will frighten the rest of the 
world into submission. They are demon- 
strating their ruthless willingness to use 
every possible advantage they may hold 
to that end. Surely the implications will 
not be lost on all other countries. 

Once more the United States has 
learned its bitter lesson. The realities of 
today’s world mean there is no place for 
the weak.

The Tarpley committee is recom- 
mending a long-range driver training 
program for Georgia. 

The committee will urge, too, that the 
state make it harder for undeserving 
drivers to keep their licenses. It will rec- 
ommend mandatory suspension for 
drunk-driving convictions. 

Those concerned about safety on the 
highways have long known that the an- 
swers lie largely in the fields of edu- 
cation and enforcement. 

Thinking, courageous legislators with 
the public welfare at heart can so act 
as to make the recommendations effec- 
tive in saving dollars and lives.

Survival Is a Problem 


Which Concerns Us All 


Evacuation of Atlanta’s school chil- 
dren in the civil defense drill last Wed- 
nesday was a grim reminder that we 
still are living in a dangerous world. It 
is a world in which the United States 
and its allies are living in a virtual state 
of siege. 

To date the deterrent power of the 
United States has prevented a hot war. 
That is no reason for complacency and 
for assuming that some incident will not 
set the torch to such a war. Then, too, 
the adventurous leadership of the Soviet 
Union might embark on a course which 
would make it inevitable. 

In a nuclear war, America’s leading 
cities would be highly vulnerable. At- 
lanta is such a city. It is also listed as a 
critical target. That should be enough to 
make its people and the people of the 
entire state civil defense minded. 

In the event of nuclear war, the na- 
tion can be saved only if its people are 
saved. Since there is no sure defense 
against attack by enemy bombers or 
from missiles, the only way the popula- 
tion can be saved is through evacuation. 
There is no shelter program in existence 
nor has one been proposed which would 
do the job. 

So the practice evacuation was a good 
thing. It was not entirely successful as 
parents and others in some school dis- 
tricts refused to take it seriously. But 
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only "it we have @ plan and practice it man. 


can we hope to be successful should the 
real thing occur. 


The state is now completing one of 
the most thorough civil defense plans 
yet undertaken. It is a survival plan 
for the whole state. It has been di- 
rected by top planners and engineers. It 
will become increasingly a part of the 
daily life of all citizens. It should be. 

Elliott Jackson, Atlanta’s CD chief, 
has done a tough pioneering job in the 
community. He has managed to keep us 
aware there is a problem and gradually 
to win more and more cooperation from 
citizens and government agencies. Sur- 
vival is not for others to worry about. 
It is a problem for us all.

Would Protect Innocent 


Findings of the Senate Rackets Com- 
mittee clearly point to the necessity of 
labor and management legislation such as 
that proposed by Sen. Ives of New York, 
vice chairman of the committee. 

The measures he advocates are aimed 
at providing democratic elections in labor 
unions, preventing misuse of labor funds, 
stopping picketing practices designed for 
extortion and outlawing payments 


through middlemen to employes or union 
representatives for the purpose of inter- 
fering with union organization. 


Flagrant abuses in all four categories 
have been bared in the committee’s hear- 
ings and in other phases of its investi- 
gation. 

Meanwhile, the AFL-CIO’s “clean up 
or get out” edict to offending unions has 
run afoul of stern resistance and open 
defiance from unscrupulous groups in 
several instances. The latter for the most 
part are minority groups with all-power- 
ful leaders who hold the whip hand over 
the rank-and-file membership. 


They are the ones who mastermind 
the rigged elections, misappropriate funds 
and engage in other shady practices. 


Honest workers who comprise the ma- 
jority of union rolls need legislation to 
protect themselves from the greedy, dis- 
honest characters who are financial 
leeches, moral delinquents and a block- 
ade to good relationship between labor 
and management.

At the heart of the matter rests 
confusion, even among those who 
govern us, concerning the nation’s 
real desires. We have allowed our 
policy to become synonymous 
with anticommunism.

Yet surely what we seek is 
clear enough.

We are ready to 
deal with all who. support these 
aims. And we go wrong when we 
‘fail to concentrate upon such plain 
ideas. 

Our enemy is no specific ide- 
olog’—but all ideologies tied to 
aggression.

tzu, who “just made everything 
pleased with itself while they 
maintained their poise in the in- 
commensurable and wandered in 
the nonexistent.”

Not all; not by any means. 
There are still such voices ad- 
dressing their pleas to the wisdom 
of their fellow-Southerners not to 
allow the South to make, in their 
words, “‘‘another tragic mistake.”’ 


I had read about such frank, 
ou'lspoken speech in the leading 
editorial in “The Arizona Daily 
Star’’ of Tucson as my plane put 
down en route from Los Angeles 
to Fort Worth. Here ‘“‘The Star's’’ 
widely esteemed, world-traveled, 
conservative editor, W. R. Math- 
ews, was describing some honest 
counsel by a Southerner to South- 
erners as calm, candid, forth- 
right, respected and worthy. 

He was referring to Dr. Walter 
Prescott Webb, a noted author, 
historian and member of the staff 
of the University of Texas, a state 
of the Deep South. 

And what had Dr. Webb been 
saying to his neighbors, to his fel- 
low educators and to his fellow 
Southerners? This is what he had 
been saying — without scolding 
but without apology: 

“The South tried to escape the 
inevitable once and has suffered 
from it ever since. It cannot af- 
ford to make the same mistake 
twice. It cannot afford to be di- 
verted by a cause already lost.” 

He went on to explain: 

“If in 1860 the South had looked 
at the world, it would have seen 
that history had passed it by.

Schierberg, who retired in Au- 
gust as president and treasurer | 
of Granite City Steel Co., to be- 
come the firm’s finance com- 
mittee chairman, is here to. 
address a luncheon meeting of | 
some 40 Atlanta business leaders 
Monday. He will also show a 
film about his company entitled 
“Steelmakers to Middle Amer- 
ica.” 

Discussing the phenomenal 
growth of his firm, Schierberg 
said Sunday that the company’s 
total assets have grown from 
$9,000,000 in 1929 to some $159,- 
000,000 today. 

GROWING FIRM | 

A widely-diversified firm which | 
has grown ‘“‘much faster” than 
the industry as a whole, Granite 
City has, since World War II, 
boosted its steel ingot production 
capacity from 500,000 tons to a 
current 1,080,000 tons. A present 
expansion will raise this to 1,580,- 
000 tons by the end of 1958. 

Profit margins “‘shot up” along 
with the company’s growth, | 
Schierberg said. 

In 1955, the company earned |

A ‘Caucus’ | 
Livens Race 


In Deeatur 


By OSCAR JOHNSON 
Continuation of the Decatur City 
Commission's practice of holding 
a closed “caucus” before each 
public meeting has shaped up as 
a possible issue in city elections 
to be held Dec. 4. 


Commissioner W. Schley 
Howard Jr., who is seeking re- 
election to a second two-year 
term, said he has “always been 
opposed” to the secret session 
and would like to see it abolished. 


AN OLD PRACTICE 


The “caucus,” a closed-door 
meeting held just prior to the 
public meeting in an adjoining 
room, is an old practice of De- 
catur city commissions. But it 
has come in for criticism from 
citizens at various times. 


Howard said he does not be- 
lieve in the “caucus” and fre- 
quently misses them by pur- 
posely arriving “late’’ or at the 
beginning of the public meeting. 

One city official said no busi- 
ness is transacted at the secret 
meetings, but City Manager John 
D. Powell and the commissioners 
discuss matters that may later be 
made public. 


INVITES SUSPICION 


Howard, a Decatur attorney, 
said there is no legitimate pur- 
pose in discussing public matters 
in private and ‘“‘the ‘caucus’ just 
makes people think we're up to 
something.” 

His opponent, L. W. Morris, had 
little to say about the “caucus.” 
“I don’t know much about that,” 
said Morris, a Decatur real es- 
tate man. “I don’t have anything 
to say about it right now.” 

Cc. E. Morgan, a Decatur laun- 
dry owner opposing incumbent 
Commissioner Ben G. Harper, 
also said he is unfamiliar with 
the ‘“‘caucus.”” Commissicner Har- 
per has not spoken out against 
the secret sessions. 


CONSOLIDATION TALK 

What may also turn out to be 
an issue in the elections has been 
described by Morgan as “‘talk 
about consolidating the Decatur 
and DeKalb school systems.” 
Morgan declared he is opposed to 
such a move, and favors paying 
Decatur teachers salaries high 
enough that they will not be lured 
away by other offers. 

Morris declared he is interested 
in lowering Decatur taxes, but 
will have to “get in there” be- 
fore he will be able to say defi- 
nitely that this is possible. 

Morgan and Morris both de- 
clared candidacy Nov. 18, the last 
day to register. Howard and Har- 
per had previously announced 
they would seek reelection.

The aldermanic board's zoning 
committee has cleared the path 
for eventual construction of a 
$600,000 West End branch of 
the YMCA on a nine acre plot 
on Campbellton road, SW, near 
DeLowe drive.

Questions 
For the Solons 


Talk about incidental and irrelevant intelligence, have you seen 
the State Election Law Study Committee’s proposed new voter 
test? The one, I mean, designed to make it impossible for people 
to vote. It’s enough to make even a seasoned political reporter 
turn in his pass to the Capitol washroom! 

There are 30 questions, you have to get 20 of them right—but 
you only have to take the test if you can’t read or write! 

A bunch of us who have spent some of the best years of our 
lives covering courts and politics took the test the other day and 
flunked it flat. But, of course, that could be because we can read 
and write (after a manner of speaking) and always figured if we 
needed to know the difference between the suspension of the 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus under Georgia law and under 
federal law, we could somehow find out. 


There’s another question about how toe get a county seat 
changed that I never dreamed of wanting to know—since the 
occasion to change a county seat has never arisen in my seques- 
tered life. And what are the qualifications of representatives in the 
Georgia House of Representatives?

Dollars and Sense 


Bell’s Big New Bond Plan 
Results From Easing Cash 


By LESLIE GOULD 

NEW YORK, Nov. 25—There is no business like the telephone 
business. Everybody likes to talk and does. So, the demand—the 
appetite—for new phones seems insatiable. That is of the moment. 
There are 63 million phones—two for every five men, women and 
children. 

AT&T, having just squeezed by on a $250 million bond financ- 
Ing, is now going ahead with a new $720 million bond offering for 
early next year—subject to shareowner approval. 
> | This will make for jobs, right at a time when 
business may need a little bolstering. 

This is the first constructive result of the Fed- 
4 eral Reserve's retreat on its tight money policy. 
This also reflects the optimism of the AT&T 
"a4 Management as to demand for better and more 
service in the years immediately ahead. 

AT&T probably would have had to delay this 
financing, or gone a little slower if the Federal 
Reserve hadn’t had a sudden change in thinking, 
a long, overdue change, it might be added. 

The company sold $250 million 5 per cent non- 

. convertible debentures in competitive bidding in 
pe A Morgan, Stanley & Co. syndicate won the bonds and 
offered them at a 4.90 per cent rate to the public. 

Due to the tight money policy, the bonds did not go. There 
were $150 million on the bankers’ shelves, when the Federal Re- 
serve finally woke up to the fact it had made a mistake in August 
in raising the discount rate to 3% per cent. 

The return of the discount rate to 3 per cent changed the pic- 
ture, and the unsold bonds immediately went out the window and 
now are at a premium. This is what encouraged the company to 
go ahead with this new financing—the largest single offering on 
record for AT&T. The previous record was a $637 million con- 
vertible offering in 1956. 

This offering will be made to shareowners on the basis of $100 
principal amount of bonds for every nine shares of stock held. 

AT&T has no convertible bonds outstanding at the present. Of 
the seven such issues offered since the war, all have been called 
or turned into stock. 

This offering will bring to nearly $12% billion financing by the 
Bell system since the war—12 years. An average of $1 billion a 

ear. 
, Since the war the number of phones has gone from 28 million 
to 63 million, and about three million new phones a year are being 
installed. Many of these, of course, are additional service in homes 
and business places. The company has done an excellent mer- 
chandising job on making this a two-telephone economy. 

This has made jobs. The Bell system now has 812,000 em- 
ployes, nearly double the 475,000 employed at the end of the war. 
They handle an average of more than 170 million calls a day—a 
lot of talking. It isn’t just chatter, although there is plenty of that. 


Most of the calls are business conversations.

Quake Jars: 
4. Counties 
In Carolina 


ASHEVILLE, N.C., Nov. 24 @. 
A severe earth tremor shook 
buildings and rattled windows in 
four western North Carolina coun- 
ties today. 

The tremor, which lasted 
several seconds, was felt in 
Swain, Haywood, Cherokee and 
Jackson counties. There apparent- 
ly was no damage. 

A Haywood County resident 
said “the whole earth vibrated” 
and dressers in his home “‘jump- 
ed off the floor.” 

A Bryson City druggist said the 
tremor caused glasses to jump up 
and down on tables. 

An operator at the telephone 
office at Sylva said “the whole 
building shook.” 

In Swain County, one resident 
said the tremor was accompanied 
by a “rumbling, roaring” sound. 

The University of North Caro- 
lina at Chapel Hill reported its 
seismograph recorded a tremor. 

Dr. Gerald McCarthy said the 
seismograph indicated it was a 
“severe” tremor. He said it was 
recorded at 3:07 but that it was 
difficult for him to tell where it 
happened. 

Two rangers at separate loca- 
tions in the Smoky Mountains 
National Park said they felt the 
quake. And several residents of 
Gatlinburg, Tenn., site of park 
headquarters, said the jolt rattled 
windows and dishes in homes 
throughout the town.

SAN DIEGO. Calif., Nov. 24 (®—A runaway horse bolted 
along the route of a children’s Mother Goose parade in suburban 
El Cajon to day, injuring a dozen or more of the thousands of 
spectators lining the streets. 

Nine were injured seriously enough to be treated at a hos- 
pital. Five were children. 

The horse, apparently excited by band music and other noise 
of the annual parade, leaped a gate at a riding stable. 

Those injured were at a street intersection, where the horse 
ran into the crowd as it cut a corner to continue its stampede 
the entire two miles of the parade’s course. 

“He bolted right into the people,”’ said S. W. Rockwood, 
whose knee was bruised by a flying hoof.

She was Mrs. Mina Smith, 37, whose leg was injured. Her 
daughter, Darlene, 13, also had a leg injury. 

Several of those treated at Grossmont Hospital had possible 
fractures. They included 2-year-old James P. Spencer Jr.

BOSTON, Nov. 24 (UP) — Sen. 
John F. Kennedy (D-Mass) said 
today there is no reason why a 
Roman Catholic could not carry 
out the oath to defend the U.S. 
constitution as president and ad- 
here to his international religion 
at the same time. 

Kennedy, a member of one of 
the nation’s leading Roman Cath- 
olic families, has been mentioned 
as a Democratic presidential pos- 
sibility. He denied today he is a 
'candidate but said his religion 
'should have no bearing on his 
| qualifications for any political 
office. 

“I don’t really see why Cath- 
| olics aren't as really equipped to 
‘meet their constitutional obliga- 


tions as anyone else.” he said. 
| NO PAPAL BEARING 


| The senator was interviewed by 
| Martin Agronsky in the Massa- 
chusetts State House. The inter- 
view was carried on television 
by the National Broadcasting 
Company. 

Kennedy said that ‘“‘of course”’ 
one’s religion has an effect on a

| tion,”’ he said. “I swore an oath 
'to defend the Constitution when

““. . .Merely because the Cath- 
olic Church is an international 
church in the sense that most 
religions are that cover more than 
state boundaries there’s no real 
reason why’ that personal obliga- 
‘tion of faith in any way limits 
your obligation to perform your 
constitutional duties,” Kennedy
